Slu»v Nalnrul Evolution Of 
Bnildiiig Structnrc 
^ And Design 

Old Knglish Collnges and Inns were 
described by Mr. riilllp ,1. Turner 
when he uddrcs.sed the opening meet- 
ing of the year of the Arclilteclural 
Society, last night, llu r.escribed the 
rcasono for the various materials that 
wore ximi\, and pointed out tho many 
quaint clinrocterlstlcs of villugo ar- 
ohilooturo. 

"The minor .•irolillcolure of tlie Eng- 
lish villages is intoiT.-illnR hecntiso it 
indicates natural building," said Mr. 
Turner, who explained that natural 
craftsmen were - tho only ones avail- 
able, and that Invarlal^ly only local 
materials were used. Slides were used 
to illustrny; the lecture, and showed 
how the villages wero unmarrcd by 
hîirsh architcctur.nl lines, or by discord 
between tlic buildings. The workmen 
wlio erected these buildings strove for 
tho best possible results in their un- 
dertakings, the eons making It their 
alms to do just a little better their 
fathers. 

Mr. Turner drew a word picture of 
a typical English village, which in the 
early days, was .a self-contained unit, 
supplying itself with evccythins that 
it needed, whether in the shape of food 
or clothing. The village pond was" the 
.starting point, from which ran the vil- 
lage street, bordered on each side by 
tlic houses of tho villages, and ending 
in both ih? village church, on tho one 
side, and tho Lord's manor on the 
other. All the houses were surrounded 
by different type- ot fences, while 
they w-ere all embellished by flowers 
In every possible corner. 

Used Rare Measure 

A unique system of measurement 
was pointed out by tho lecturtr, which 
UBCd"uhIts~6inicd bays, these hc^ng 
each equal to four oxen abreast, 6r 
in our .system about 16 feet. All build- 
ings sold, were rated as being so many 
bays, and priced ;iccordingIy.

Dr. Glover Spoke at Erskiue 
Church Yesterday 

SHOWS INFLUENCE 



Gives Reasons Why Rome 
. . Became Mistress 
Of World 



In outlining tho influence of Roman 
civilization on Creek culture, Dr. 
Glover Illustrated by several episodes 
the gradual Intrusion of Roman do- 
minance over the Greeks at a meet- 
ing in tho Erskine Churcli last night. 
This lecture was the third of a series 
given under the auspices of. tho Na- 
tional Council of Education. 

Quotintr from'Pliillppeus, the speak- 
er asked, "Who can be so stupid or 
morally defective as not to wisli to 
ynderstand how In fifty-three years 
r(omo became mistress of the world?" 

Dr. Glover continued by tolling of 
Cneas, tho famous Macedonian am- 
bassador, who on his return from ne- 
gotiations with noman senators was 
shookcd to discover tho difference 
between these men , who wero born 
and bred in tlieir occupations and the 
lawgivers in Ijis own country appoint- 
ed at random. 

ANHicn King Paris of the Mace- 
donians withdrew from Italy, unable 
to fulfill his life-long zeal for con 
quest, he perceived so accurately the 
gradual Donian power, that his 
thought has been expressed In tlie 
wordM, "What -a, wrestling-ground 
mV friends, we are leaving for tlie 
Romans and the Carthaginians."

Over 12,000 Title-Cards Ne- 
cessary to Index 
• AH Volumes 



rtaro volumes of Chlneso literature, 
and many reliques from tho Orient 
were shown to tho students of the 
newly established Chliiepo courHPs, 
wlio wero shown around the Oest lA- 
Jirary yesterday afternoon by tin- 
curator. Dr. dc Uesilliic-ilocsc. Tlic 
.Oest LIbrai'y is one of the greatest 
collections of Chinese books In the 
world. 

Dr. do Uesillac-IloeKc, curator of 
the library, who described tho various 
volumes iind "objects d'arts", stated 
that the library was opened four 
years ago, on the thirteenth of Feb- 
ruary, and tho number of volumes 
numbered about eight thousand. The 
number at present is over 110,000, 
and it is expected that by tho middle 
of February, 1931, the number will 
have reached 130,000. Apart from the 
actual volumes ot books, periodicals 
in' various languages, covering l.GOO 
different subjects have been indexed 
with over 12,000 title-cards. - 

Tho library Is grouped into four 
section.i, each with its own eub-dl- 
vlslon. "A", comprises the Classics, 
dictionaries, etc.; "B" books on his- 
tory, geography, gazeteers, etc.; "C" 
the subjects of philosophy, medicine, 
arts, etc, and the fourth section is 
composed ot the Chinese "Belles Let- 
tres." 

Tho .Ssu-K'u, an enormous catalo- 
gue listing every book up to the year 
1775 was published In 1790. The Com- 
mercial Press of Shanghai, the larg- 
est printing house in th'e world, is 
undertaking. -a reprint of theae in IB,- 
000 volumes. Another edition ot 3,- 
000' volumes and a third on rice pa- 
per, of 1000 volumes will also lie 
made. Kach volumo of this catalo- 
gue Is two inches thick; an abridged 
edition is In the Gest Library.

Peace Not Wanted 

Tho first speaker for the affirm- 
ative, C. Coldenberg, opened the der 
bate with a discussion ot the im- 
mediate causes of war and showed 
how under the present, poiltfcal and 
economic condition and with the 
existence of Soviet Ru.ssla, war is in- 
evitable. "Tho world is not prepared 
for peace, llic world does not want 
peace, but the government Is s.atl3lled 
i.-i en'jour.Tçlnq .an .ifrgresaive national- 
ism," declared Carl Goldenbcrg. ".Most 
of the civil nations are creating a war 
spirit and entering on a policy ot 
competitive armament. Mankind ot 
today i.s forgin;? t'nc wcapon.s for its 
own destruction. The n.ition is merely 
a mob influenced by catchwords and 
slogans. He then proceeded to show 
bow our present method of education 
and tho existence ot the press were 
not conducive to the maintenance ot 
world peace. "Capitalism and com- 
munlâin cannot exist side by side. 
War i.s tlie only solution to .-ill our 
political and economic problems,'' 
argued tho speaker.

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Detective Fiction 

THE widespread interest in dtjleclive 
fiction — or more properly perhaps, 
crime fiction — has at last penetrated our 
academic walls. Yesterday the English 
Literature Society spent a pleasant after- 
noon listening to the views of R. L. Calder, 
K.C., an eminent criminal lawyer, who has 
made some study of the subject from the 
practical end. 

We learn from Sir. Calder that the 
value of crime fiction lies in its recreational 
values. Most of it will disappear from 
literature after the first few casual I'ead- 
ings, but the best will remain and gain 
recognition among the classics, and serve 
as sure antcdotes to overdoses of Carlyle 
and John Stuart Mill. 

As a matter of fact we fail, in most 
cases, to see how the element of recreation 
enters into the reading of crime fiction. 
Usually, in the well-written story of this 
type, the motive throughout is to keep the 
reader in a state of acute suspense while 
horror is piled on horror. For instance, con- 
sider the case of a weary student, laboring 
over a heavy assignment of history. Soon 
after midnight he stops for a moment, 
leaving the American colonies on the point 
of revolt.- For a short period of relaxation 
he picks up Edgar Allen Poe's "Fall of the 
House of Usher'' Ten minutes later a cold 
sweat breaks out. Everj' little noise in the 
room has, for some unaccountable reason 
taken on a sinister sound. At the squeak- 
ing of his chair he cringes in horror. The 
denouement comes and our student turns 
back to his comparatively peaceful colonies 
with a sigh of relief. Personally, we never 
■reijid Edgar Allen Poe. It is far too strenu- 
ous. 

Then we consider the mental strain 
involved in reading even the milder speci- 
mens of the output. There is always a vil- 
lain to be located, a motive to be found and 
an explanation to be given as to the exact 
moment and the .exact method. of the pass- 
ing of the corpse. Tremendous mental con- 
centration is necessary if the writer is to 
be beaten by even the tjcanty margin of 
half a chapter. Sometimes, moreover, an 
unscrupulous author will introduce unfair 
complications wliich baffle the most acute 
analysts right to the end. It is obviously 
unfair to expect any reader to suspect the 
gray-haired old grandmother; and there 
is a boyish inclination to cry "foul" when 
she is revealed as the power behind the 
knife which disposed of His Gi-ace. On 
moi'e than one occasion we have been de- 
ceived grossly into suspicion of the butler, 
only to find with a gasp of surprise that 
the narrator, himself, was the dai'k Çgure 
seen in the garden at 1.19 on the morning 
of September 4th. 

And so It goes. Each crime novel re- 
quires more careful consideration than the 
last; and with the keen competition in 
-plots, we may soon expect to find murders 
M'hose solutioji will require a selected com- 
mittee of the faculty. So much for the rest- 
fullness of crime fiction. 



Class Distinctions 

SOCIAL reformers have been for the past 
century, greatly concerned with the 
class distinctions which are such an ob- 
vious aspect of our civilization. They have 
done much by their agitatons to prove that 
the ban'ier.s are artificial and have brought 
about a regime of equal opportunity which 
comes very close to working out. 

In a university, .students are supposed 
to have no class feelings. We are all tech- 
nically on the same social level. Superiw 
prestige is dropped at the ^ates. Theoret- 
ically, we are all in pursuit of the same ob- 
ject and are all starting from the same 
mark, without ' advantage of wealth or 
handicap of penury. 

But in practice, and probably quite 
unintentionally, things work out the op- 
posite way. Past influences cannot be 
shaken off easily. Students from wealthy 
families tend, as a rule, to mix with other 
fltqdents from wealthy families f(,nd. those

U Is ;i task ot gionl inut^iiiluild to sum Up h 
historical epoch In a novel, lis Fciiclilwanecr illd 
In "rower". A great talent for tho co-ordination 
of conflicting facts and tho ability to reconstruct 
character from historical records together witli 
a clear eNposIlor style are necessary for llio con- 
struction of a. good hl.-itorlciil novel. 

"Success" domonslrates aealii Fouclitwanecr's 
powers In this direction, for, nlthough it Is not 
a novel ba.sed on historical data but one. depict- 
ing modern life. It Is nevertheless conceived from 
tho point of view of a historian , of tho future. 
The book is a history ot Bavaria during and after 
tho Hitler Putch in Ï822 scon through the eyes 
of a historian with liberal tendencies, sonic two 
hundred years hence. U Is not an iinpiii-liul re- 
cord oC life, not a (iclcnllflo crossecllon but a 
subjective and cmoUon.i.1 narrative. It does not lose 
anything thereby on the contrary. It gains colour 
and vitality. The book Is saturated with hate 
against the injustice and tho tyranny that held 
sway In the Munich of tho time, but as" Teucht- 
wanscr expresses it, It Is "goort hate''. Tho au- 
thor gave vent to his feelings accumulated dur- 
ing the years that he lived In Bavaria and ob- 
served the life around hinj. 

It would hardly be possible to give a com- 
prehensive sketch of the novel. This liugc work 
Is a series of pictures of life, all touching more 
or loss the central theme, and making up a tapes- 
try of the B*muthlichet life of tho navarians, thejr 
peculiarities and modes of behaviour. 

This complex work revolves around a simple 
and not very original central theme. Kruger, 
director of a museum, is sentenced to a terra In 
prison because, It was alleged that he had" com- 
milled perjury while a v.itnoss in an Important 
case. The jury knows that Kruger gave false 
testimony only because ho wanted to save the 
honor of his friend, a Catholic nun. They sen- 
tence him nevertheless as he is known to be a 
liberal with tendencies toward the Left in poli- 
tical affiliations. Johanna Krein, who had a slight 
affair* with Kruger in the past and Geler, an 
eminent lawyer wage a passionate battle for 
Kruger's liberation. Doth of them have no per- 
sonal Interests In the matter. They undertook tho 
fight mainly because of their conviction that jus- 
tice is not merely tho passing law or the Instru- 
ment of the governing powers. 

Geler is a magnificent figure; he stands out 
from among the huge throng ot characters brought 
together in the novel. Lonely and disillusioned, 
he loves to distraction his illegitimate son Jirich 
who has no use tor his father except when It 
comes to money matters. The . grandiose work 
on Bavaria, which he Is writing, Is a sort of spiri- 
tual liberation, the expression of his inmost ego. 
When his son is killed, in the Hitler crusade, Qeier 
retires to the country broken in body and In spirit. 

A striking procession of figures pass through 
the book. Tho political, and literary and the arti.<s- 
tic world of Germany furnish Feuclitwangor witli 
enough material for him to show his gifts at deft 
and vitriolic characterizations. 

It Is a long book, extremely long u.s most 
novels go. It is not designed for swift reading, 
and could possibly have been Improved by cut- 
ting it somewhat. But tho picture of the period 
It treats is so wast and magnificent that undue 
length and prolix handling might well be ex-

Hermann Sudermann'a last novel "The Dance 
of Youth" has been translated into English re- 
cently. It is published by Horace Livcright, New 
York. He depicts In this hook the younger gen- 
eration of post-war Germany, its cynicism, the 
chase after thrills and pleasures; leading either 
to suicide or the conservatism of the middleaged. 
He does not moralize about his characters In the 
least. Aa in his previous books the portrayal Is 
realistic and uncompromising.

Dr. Abraham Flcxner has caused great com- 
motion in the university circles of the republic 
to the south of us. His new book, "Universities 
—American, Knglisli, German" Just published by 
the Oxford University Press is an orpignmont 
of most American ^stitutlons of higher learning. 
He Is very specific in his crlllcism». "Tho Am- 
erican university is becoming more and more tu- 
multous....tho sort of easy rubbish which may be 
counted toward an A.B, degree passes titc limits 
of credibility." Among tlie courses at Columbia 
credited towards a dogrco arc, accordlng 'to Flex- 
ner "feature writing, book reviewing, wrestling 
and self-defence, principles oC home laundering, 
recent research in cookery" and many others. 

Ho praises the graduate schools of tiic Ameri- 
can unlVorsitics and tho libraries as model insti- 
tutions, erring, If at all, rather un the. side of too 
complote eiuipmcnt than the revjcrse. The Arts 
courses and the Business Schools come in l'or 
most of tho adverse criticism. Xhcy are "poor 
substitutes for a soun4 general college education 
— they make an unworthy effort to 'sell education' 
— at a profit, whenever possible." He asserted 
that the Bnglish universities "are, as seats of 
learning. Incomparably superior to anytlilng that 
has been created In America". 

I do not know whether Dr. Flcxncr considers 
Canadian universities in his book at all, f or ' I 
have based my notes simply on extracts which ap-

His writ- 
ing is good, horrorii, aro cxclifdcd. 
Tho best scientific detective story Is 
Krccman'.'j ' Tho Singing lioiio." Here 
he show» crime and its r.onccalmcnl, 
and in tlic next part tlie detective 
Bcicntificaily piecing tho clues togeth- 
er. Tlicre is a continual race between 
the criminal .'uid science, but science 
is steadily at the head.

The smiths were ivery 
Ingenious craftsmen, and made useful 
Implements to .Tid In the cooking . of 
I ho various foods. The oven was 
placed at one side of the fireplace, and 
was a domed brick structure. Faggots 
and burning logs were placed In the 
oven, and were remox'od after It was 
red hot. Tho foods were put In, and 
left until cooked, without there being 
any fear of their burning. 

Inns Were Neetstily 

Village inns' were touched upon by 
the speaker who said that they started 
as churcli refuges for pilgrims. With 
tho increase ot travellers, these mon- 
astery guest-houses became over- 
crowded,' and tho inns canjp into priv- 
ate hands, Tho architecture was after 
the. stylo oZ tho local Houses, and the 
signs that 'were the features In • front 
ot all of them, wcro were painted by 
the best artists of the day.
